southwest of Laon which carried the French to the banks of the 
Oise-Aisne canal at the westerly end of the Chemin-Des-DameK. 
and gave them artillery domination of a large section of the 
German lines to the east. 


As appears from today's Paris official statement, the Ger- 


mans are now on the north bank of the Ailette, a maximum dis- 
tance of a mile back of their previous positions, while tho 
French have moved up to the south bank of the river.

Washington, Nov. 3.—Spectators 


over twelve year* of age at tomor- 
row's games thruout the country 
must pay a tax of one cent for each 
ten cents or fraction thereof paid 
for admission. Those under

pay one rent, regardless of what 
may be the charge {or admission. 
Internal revenue bureau officials 
have ruled that the admission (ax 
imposed by the war revenue bill, 
applies to college football games 
except where the entire proceeds 
So to the educational institutions. 
The proceds of nearly all college 
games go to the student athletic 
organizations which conduct them 
and this Is not slrued by the rev- 
enue bureau to exempt them.

At II o'clock 
Saturday morninR 


about a score of wasons were about 
the shaft of the Decatur coal com- 
pany.

chutes loadins, some awaiting- their 
turn to loa-il and others were loaded 
and waiting: their turn on the scales. 
All of the loadins chutes were kept 
busy,, and teamsters said they did 
not have long: to wait. 


Fully half of the wagrons were one 


horse waBons with a capacity of a 
half 
ton to a ton. 
Some of these 


wagons were old and rickety and the 
same description would fit the horses 
Others were quiet capable of haul- 
ing a ton of coal handily. 


Half of the two horse teams be- 


longs to farmers.

miles east of Decatur. There was no 
coal to be had at the railroad station 
so this farmer came to Decatur. About

wapron jards were many farm 


wagons loaded 
with coal that had 


stopped to feed. 


One 
man from Klwin told thib 


morning; of a neighbor of his who had 
come to Decatur for coal a day or two 
before the .strike of the teamsters. 
He bad got up at 5 o'clock in the 
morning: and at the coal shaft he had 
waited till n o'clock in the afternoon. 
He then paid another teamster $1.50 
for his turn. Since the corn shucking 
season is now on. allowing that this 
man is a hundred bushel shucker. his 
ioal must ha\e cost him somewhere 
about $10 a ton.

The result is 
that we all take orders for (ompatu 
coal and while we are only team- 
sters, yet in a way, we act »s agents 
for the company. We take the order 
from the consumer for so manv tons 
of eo.il at a certain priXe. Tbat ib 
the case risht now. We all have or- 
ders that we took a.s much as two 
voeks a?o for coal at $-1 a ton. Now 
the man that ordered that coal from 
us uni make us dcluer it at $t and 
yet the operators want us to 
pay 


11.45 for it. In other words, it would 
leave us about 15 cents a ton for 
delivering; that coal. 


SHIPPED OUT. 


"There have been three cars ot coal 


loaded this icry week at the Deca- 
tui niiiii-s and shipped out of town 
w h i l e the teamsters were waiting at 
the chutes for coal. That coal should 
be kopt in Decatur until Decatur"peo- 
plo are supplied.

ICH» money. A man calls up to or- 
der coal. The company sajs 
they 


can not deliver it for a week' or two. 
The man then leaves bis offler with 
the company but calls up two or 
three other dealers and puts 
the 


same order in with them. The out- 
side dealer sets to them .sooner than 
our company. A few days later, we 
get a load of coal and are told to 
take it out to that man's house and 
after we set there, we find the peo- 
ple don't want it. Now I don't say 
just who Is to blame here but sure- 
ly It isn't the 
teamster 
and 
he 


shouldn't have to lose all that time 
and labor. The public Is to blame 
in this case in a way, but the opera- 
tor could correct this evil by finding 
out by phone whether this order was 
still wanted or not when we are 
rer.dy to deliver ft. 


"Just the other day, I took a load 


of coal to three different pfaces be- 
fore I could deliver it because peo- 
ple had gotten coal some other place. 
I shouldn't be made to lose that time.
